The beginning of September 
2006 brought. change to Coffee 
County EMS in Elba. 

While’ the organization is a 
Separate — corporation, Elba 
Mayor James Grimes said it is 
now under the umbrella of the 
City .of Elba. The -change 
became effective September: Ist. 

He said the name of the med- 
ical service provider will remain 
the same for ‘at least: the next 
year, but the City of Elba will’ 
handle all book work and opera- 
tions: 

Mayor Grimes said a new 
board of directors has been. set 
up for Coffee County EMS with 
city clerk Wayne Grantham’ and 
police. chief. Freddy. Hanchey 
serving as the operation man- 
agers. He said Grantharn -and 
Hanchey will oversee employee 
hiring, creation’ of schedules and 
other such operational duties. 
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“We hope to improve the 
service and quality of service 
equipment within ‘the next 
year,” Grimes said, “We already 
have applied for a grant for a 
new ambulance.” 


If the grant is awarded, the ‘ 


mayor said that will be a big 
plus for EMS. 
The. city already owned the 


‘building and ambulances used 


by Coffee County. EMS before 
the change at the beginning of 
the month, thérefore, Mayor 
Grimes’ said. it was not a big 
transition overall. 

“Basically, people shouldn’t 
notice a difference. other ‘than 
service,” the mayor said, 

He said.Coffee County EMS 
continues to have an on-duty 
crew, of four people available 24 
hours /.7 days a Week with two 
on standby. 

The mayor ‘also noted. that 
there will be no. change. in. the 
service area, He said Coffee 


County EMS will continue gi) 
setvice the same area (nctadigt 


the county) that ‘was already | 
being serviced prior to the oper- ” 
ational change.

As a result'of a series of after- 
noon thunderstorms,’ a large 
number of residents have dealt 
with power outages caused from 
lightning strikes’ which effected 
South ~ Alabama Electric 
Cooperatives substation, SAEC 
members who’ receive: power to 
their homes from - Victoria 
Substation (near. New. Hope 
located in northeast Coffee 
County) experienced outages 
caused by three . separate 
instances on’ August’8, Il and 
21. 


Approximately 2,400 mem- " 


bers located near Jack, Victoria, 
New Hope and south to Hwy 51 
experienced power outages as a 
result of these electrical storms. 

Each outage resulted from a 
direct lightning strike to the sub- 
station, The transformer protec- 
tion relay, scheme operated 
causing the electric outage. But 
it also prevented damage to the 
main transformer located inside 
the substation during the first 
two outages, On the 21st, sever- 
al pieces of equipment inside 
the substation were’ destroyed 
by lightning resulting in a 
longer outage. 

“The third strike caused major 
damage to the Victoria substa- 
tion,” said Mike Chirico, system 
enginter for SAEC. “Because 
the lightning. surge. was so 
strong, we actually had to cut 
some of the damaged equipment 
from the steel structure. We had 
to bypass other protection 
devices before we could reener- 
gize the substation and restore 
service to our members,” 

A mobile substation provided 
by our power sipplier, Alabama ' 
Electric Cooperative, was 
a 


brought in to ‘prévent further 
Outages'to our members. 
“Use of the mobile substation 


allowed crews from SAEC and 
AEC to replace damaged equip- 
ment, to ‘test, and inspect, all

tation project.” 


He said the ‘city will take over 
the “maintenance: of: ‘this area 
after the: project, work has been 
completed. Also included is the 
closing of Dunham Street. 

Beyond the drainage «and 
health teason. behind this much 
needed ‘project, the mayor also 


noted. it will create ‘a much more — 


attractive:site for those traveling 
through the ‘area,

Attorney General shoots down 
tax aimed at hunters 


An ‘opinion issued |, by 
Alabama Attorney General Troy 
King apparently will stop plans 
by, the Alabama’ Department of. 
Revenue (ADOR) to collect 
new taxes aimed at hunting 
establishments in the state. Jerry 
A. Newby, president of the 
Alabama ‘Farmers Federation, 
praised King for his expediency 
in issuing the important opinion. 

“Wildlife and hunting’ are 
among the few economic bright 
spots’ for rural Alabama,” 
Newby said. “Hunting provides 


jobs and revenue for some of 


our state’s poorest rural areas. 
Income generated from hunting 
allows farmers and © other 
landowners to supplement their 
farm income, and it allows them 
to stay on the farm. We appréci- 
ate Attorney General Troy King 
and the work he did to addres 
this issue.’ ; 
’ Earlier this year, the ADOR 
announced a new rule that 
geted hunting lodges, preseryes 
and plantations as.a new wal 
of tax revenue. Several Alabajna 
Farmers Fedération members 
who provide hunting services'on 
their farms received letters from 
the ADOR saying they were 
subject to lodging, sales dnd 
amusement taxes. ADOR said it 
based collection of those taxes 
on an attommey general's opin- 
ion, } 
“According to Federation 
Wildlife Director Steye Guy, an 
assistant attorney general in the 
ADOR issued the earlier opin- 
ion, Guy said the Federation's 


State ~ Wildlife: «Committee 
opposed’ the new rule; as did 
other (state. wildlife ‘organiza- 
tions. “, 

When the ADOR made: it 
clear that it intended to proceed 
with. collecting lodging and 
amusement taxes from. hunting 
establishments, Rep. ‘Micky 
Hammon, R-Decatur, asked for 
a subsequent opinion from King 
to clarify the earlier opinion. 

King issued his own opinion 
today, clearly’ stating’ that hunt- 
ing establishments are not sub- 
ject to the ‘state’s amusement 
tax! He said it would require an 
act of the Legislature for such 
taxes to ‘be legally collected. 
“The. Legislature has. amended 
(the code relating to such tax) 
several times since 1959. and 
could have easily amended this 
section to specifically include 
hunting .or fishing activities,” 
King wrote in his opinion, “The 
fact that the Legislature has not 
done so further supports. the 
conclusion that. hunting and 
fishing activities are not subject 
to amusement tax." 

In his opinion, King also 
determined “any place that fur- 
nishes rooms, lodgings or 
accommodations on an irregu- 
lar, fluctuating or varying basis 
is not subject to the state lodging 
tax,”

1 don’t, 
know if sun bathing can be considered a sport, but it sure has a lot 
of practitioners here'in.the Yellowhammer State. 

That golden tan may be a symbol of good looks to many, but 
maybe we should rethink the need for that golden tan, especially if 
we are putting our life at risk to achieve it. Skin cancer is on the rise 
across the south, and the deadly form of skin cancer, malignant 
melanoma, has become ‘a leading cause of death among our young 
people, especially young women. 

Some skin cancers, such as basal-cell and squamous-cell, are not 
usually life threatening, but melanoma is'a different story., The first 
two’are not as likely to invade the body causing a life threatening 
condition, but melanoma cells can penetrate to the internal organs 
and cause death. It is estimated that approximately 600,000 people 
will be diagnosed with skin cancer annually. 

Why are so many being diagnosed with skin cancer? Excessive 
exposure to the sun is the leading cause according to medical 
experts. Look at some old pictures. of how farmer and ranchers 
dressed a hundred years ago. They wore long sleeve shirts, long 
pants (you haven't seen)an old time cowboy dressed in, Bermuda 
shorts) and a wide brim hat that protected the neck and part of the 
shoulders, Today the trend is tank tops, shorts and sun visors or 
baseball caps. This attire may be cooler, but it is not necessarily 
healthier. 

Most of us. will continue to ‘work or play. in the sun, but.if we will 
follow a few basic precautions, we can greatly reduce our health risk 
from the sun, The use of a good sunscreen with a SPF rating of at 
least 15 will give the best protection. Lip balms with a SPF of 8 to 
15 are also recommended. 

For the sun bathers, or anyone else for that matter, try to avoid 
being in the sun between 10. a.m. to 3. p.m. This is when you get a 
more “direct hit” from the sun's rays. 

You may not want to dress like a farmer did 100 years ago, but 
proper attire can reduce one’s risk of skin cancer. Wearing a long 
sleeve shirt to reduce exposure helps, but the sun ‘can. penetrate 
clothing if you are exposed too long. A wide brim hat such as those 
worn by our Australian neighbors is best, A baseball cap does not 
provide enough protection. 

Use sunscreen year round. Even overcast days will allow enough 
ultraviolet rays to get through and cause sunburn. 

Summer‘is a time of fun, but if we take a few simple precautions 
against over exposure to the sun, we can increase our odds of being 
around to play in the outdoors for many years to come.

Forty gators harvested in state's first-ever 
alligator hunting season August 18-24 


When * Gov: Bob. - Riley 
announced ‘Alabama's first-ever 
regulated alligator, hunting sea- 
son would take place August 18- 
24, 2006 in the Mobile Delta, 
you could hear a splash of 
excitement from hunters who 
wanted to participate. 

Thé Alabama Department of 
Conservation & . Natural 
Resources hosted the weeklong 
regulated hunt in which: 46 
hunters participated. The 40 har- 
vésted alligators ranged in, size 
and weight from7’7"to 12'4”in 
length and from ‘77 to, 461 
pounds at weigh-in. The 46 
hunters were randomly chosen 
by computer from nearly 1,000 
online registrants. Each was 
required to complete . the 
Alligator Training Course pro- 
vided » by Wildlife and 
Freshwater Fisheries Division 
personnel. Each, hunter, was 
allowed to harvest one alligator 
six feet in length or, Jonger. 
Hunters traveled from, all over 
the state to participate: in the 
first-ever regulated alligator 
hunt. 

“We are pleased with the suc- 
cessful outcome of this first reg- 
ulated alligator, hunt,”, said 


Alabama Department of 
Conservation and — Natural 
Résources Commissioner 


Barnett Lawley. “Harvesting 40 
alligators is a good start toward 
controlling Alabama's alligator 
population. Next, the 
Conservation Advisory: Board 
will utilize information gathered 
from this hunt to determine 
where and when any future 


hunts may take place.” 

Wildlife biologists are analyz- 
ing harvest’ data, Wildlife & 
Freshwater ‘ Fisheries Division 
Director Corky Pugh said, ‘The 
alligator hunt is)the result of a 
true conservation, story. The fact 
that 40 out of 46 hunters har- 
vested an alligator.is a strong 
indication ‘of the high popula- 


tion of these reptiles in our state. 


However, it, was not easy. To be 
successful, hunters; had to exhib- 
it. much patience and skill.” 
Pugh went on to say that excel- 
lent planning and leadership by 
local staff was the major factor 
in the hunt’s success'and safety. 

The story: of the American 
alligator is one of drastic decline 
followed by full recovery of the 
species, It is a story of coopera- 
tion between Alabama .DCNR 
and the U.S. Fish & Wildlife 
Service that ledito one of the 
most prominent success stories 
in ‘the nation’s endangered 
species program. In the carly 
20th century, the American alli- 
gator was threatened with 
extinction due in large part to 
unregulated alligator harvesting 
throughout the South. Nearly 70 
years ago, the Conservation 
Department initiated steps. to 
protect the alligator population. 
In 1938, Alabama was the first 
state to protect alligators by out- 
lawing alligator harvests. Other 
states soon followed and in 
1967 the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service placed the American 
alligator on, the Endangered 
Species list, By 1987, the 
species was removed from the 


Endangered Species list and the 
alligator population has contin- 
ued to increase. 

The ‘American » alligator 
(Alligator mississippiensis): is 
the largest reptile) in North 
America, A fully mature alliga- 
tor may grow’to 14’ in length 
and ‘weigh as muchas 1,000 
pounds.

Alabama offers three types 
of lifetime, licenses, or any 
combination thereof, that resi- 
dents may choose to purchase.

Freshwater Fishing License 
($150) allows the purchaser to 
fish in’ public, freshwater 
streams or lakes inAlabama, A 
Lifetime Saltwater Fishing 
License ($250) would allow a 
purchaser to fish in any. brack- 
ish or ‘saltwater, areas in 
Alabama's Territorial Waters. 

Funds obtained through the 
sale of Alabama - lifetime 
licenses are handled very dif- 
ferently than funds’ received 
from a regular annual license 
purchase. Lifetime license fees 
are placed in @. special 
Endowment Fund. ‘These funds 
are then managed under a long- 
term investment’/program. State 
law mandates that the amount 
paid for ¢ach: licertse at the 
time of purchase can never be 
spent. Only the interest earned 
on these funds can be spent for 
approyed wildlife, freshwater 
fisheries, and/or saltwater fish- 


eriés: related ‘projects. Funds 
from an annual’ license pur- 
chase go directly into, the oper- 
ating fund. Once purchased, a 
lifetime license becomes a per- 
manent endowment for the pro- 
tection and management of 
Alabania’s’ wildlife, freshwa- 
ter; and/or marine creatures, 

Lifetime licenses’ may, be 


purchased ‘by or for Alabama 
-residents of any age as long as

Governor Bob Riley and’ 
Commissioner Ron, Sparks will 
distribute ‘funds. from the.

This funding is part of a feder- 
al program established by the 
USDA that the state of Alabama 
will administer. Cattle farmers 
who live in the counties desig- 
nated by the USGS, Drought 


While these counties were the 
most effected by drought inthe 
state, all 67 counties in Alabama 
have experienced drought dur- 
ing the same period. of time; 
Sparks stressed the importance 
of developing a comiprehensive 
disaster bill that will include the 
entire state. 

“There are counties that still 


“ need help,” said Sparks. “We 


are extremely ‘thankful for the 
disaster funds we are going to 
receive for Alabama's farmers, 
but we need to be sure we take 
care of all our farmers who have 
had problems because of the 
lack of rain.”
